The  improvement  m  these  iluinasrus 
barrel*  date*  from  the  introdnn  mu  ■  f 
precusaion  cap*  in  place  of  the  old  flint- 
lurk.  Formerly  iron  barrel*  al  u<-  w.  re1 
produced.  Sow,  to  manufacture  the 
curl**^dauiu.-*-u*.  the  ingot  is  com  pox  d 
of  80  siiect*  of  iron  and  steel,  each  hav¬ 
ing  a  thickness  .»f  four  milliim  t<  rs. 
which  aro  enveloped  in  a  shi’.-t  iron  box, 
placed  in  an  uveu  and  welded  together 
at  the  lowest  possible  temperature,  liiirli 
barrel  receives  150  wt  filing  1*  at*  w  hile 
being  forged,  and  if  a  single  one  of  th.se 
in  un»u(x-f*tful  the  barrel  may  la*  u  fail¬ 
ure,  either  by  alteration  of  th<>  durnus- 
cened  work  or  an  imperfection  in  the 
welding. 

There  is  no  official  test  of  the*'  aruics 
de  luxe,  but  th«*y  are  thoroughly  tested 
by  the  manufacturers  before  delivt  rv. 
Tho  annual  production  of  animisms  bar¬ 
rel*  in  the  Veudre  valley  is  about  800.-

francs.  Of  this  the  wages  alone — fur  all 
tbe  guns  an-  handmade — amount  to 
about  2,000,000  francs.
